On account of the re­ 
strictions almost all salesmen had to 
be called in, and there w’as no means 
of communicating with customers ex­ 
cept by mall, telegraph or telephone.

side of the ocean. On the other side, 
they can only g uess at what either 
means.” 
Two thing s specially call forth the 
obloq uy of the homecomers—foreig n 
railroads and foreig n telephones. 
In 
railway travel we seem to have the 
advantag e not only in the matter of 
comfort, in 
which 
no comparison 
whatever Is to be made, but in speed. 
In reg ularity , and in transportation 
charg es. The teleg raph has been de­ 
veloped in Europe to a point not y et 
attempted In this country , but in Eng ­ 
land and on the continent the tele­ 
g raph Is practically the only means of 
q uick communication. 
Thing s 
that 
are done there by teleg raph are done 
here much more easily , q uickly , and 
economically by telephone. 
The Eu­ 
ropean has no comprehension of what 
constitutes telephone service as we of 
the United States know it from daily 
experience. 
A couple of months ag o the direc­ 
tor of the technical department of the 


^ g overnment telephone and teleg raph 
lines of Hung ary and one of his promi­

Pest were touring the United States 
to study the methods of the Bell com­ 
panies.

“ ‘Certainly y ou may ,* he said, ‘if 
y ou have the time. 
If y ou are in a 
hurry y ou had better run up to Edin­ 
burg y ourself on the train. 
It only 
takes an hour and it will surely take 
y ou long er than that to g et a tele­ 
phone call throug h.* ” 
The long distance service, which is 
y early becoming a more important 
factor in American business, is some­ 
thing the foreig ner cannot compre­ 
hend at all. 
Two or three hundred 
miles is what he calls a long distance; 
if y ou tell him people talk every day 
over the thousand miles of wire be­ 
tween New York and Chicag o, or the 
1,6 00 
miles 
between 
Boston and 
Omaha, he sets y ou down In the same 
class with the man 
who has been 
spinning y ams of the rate at which 
the com stalks g row in Iowa or the 
size of the bams the Kansas farmers 
use. The long est connection possible 
to the telephone 
user in Germany , 
where telephony Is particularly well 
developed for the continent, is be­ 
tween Paris and Berlin, 742 miles. 
When the proposition to establish 
long distance service between Paris 
and Rome came up a couple of y ears 
ag o It raised a discussion that amused 
American eng ineers. It Is 9 07 miles 
from the French capital to Italy ’s an­ 
cient city while, as the Bell line g oes 
from New York to Chicag o. The New 
York-Chlcag o telephone service had 
been in constant and very successful 
operation for ten y ears 
when the 
French and Italian authorities beg an 
ti put their heads tog ether; y et to the 
Europeans the 
undertaking 
of ex­ 
tending the “zone of comm uncation,” 
which already included circuits from 
Ly ons to Turin and 
from Turin to 
Rome, seemed full of the most puz­ 
zling problems. 
“The Parls-Rome telephone line,” 
said M. Crescitz, 
chief of the tele­ 
phone bureau of the French g overn­ 
ment. “will be the long est internation­ 
al telephone sy stem in the world; it 
will therefore req uire an exceeding ly 
powerful current to make the mes­ 
sag es distinctly audible; those we are 
now obtaining are far from that. The 
current is far too feeble. 
“How shall we remedy this diffi­ 
culty ? That is a thing which only a 
technical commission can detennine” 
—thereby illustrating the beauties of 


g overnment manag ement, for the mo­ 
mentous q uestion which M. Cresclts 
declared req uired 
a 
technical com­ 
mission for its decision was as to the 
size of copper wire necessary to be 
used, and that had all been fig ured out 
by the Bell eng ineers y ears before. 
Furthermore, even with the minute 
current used in telephoning , the per­ 
fection of the American sy stem is 
such that conversations 
over lines 
more than 1,000 miles long are dis­ 
tinctly heard. The current employ ed 
is almost too slig ht to be measured; 
a comparison often made to show its 
character is that the electric energ y 
which lig hts a 16 -candlepower incan­ 
descent lamp is five million times as 
g reat as the electrical energ y in a 
telephone receiver at the end of a 
thousand-mile line. 
The French, however, of whom we 
w’ould expect q uite different thing s, 
are very backward in telephony . The 
service in Paris has been so bad that 
subscribers have formed leag ues to 
compel a reformation of the telephone 
g irl and her employ er, even when the 
employ er is the 
g overnment. 
The 
Paris correspondents of London pa­ 
pers declare that, thoug h pretty well 
hardened to poor service by their ex­ 
periences at home, even the slow and 
indifferent operators of London are 
preferable to the intractable and im­ 
pertinent y oung women who worry 
the Parisians who are “pay ing a hun­ 
dred dollars a y ear for the privileg e 
of being flaunted by them.” 
When other topics have been tem­ 
porarily exhausted 
their 
telephone 
service affords a never-failing subject 
for complaint to Ix>ndoners. 
They 
have the postofllce department lines 
as well as those of the National com­ 
pany , and are just beg inning to ap­ 
preciate that perhaps the dual sy s­ 
tem is the cause of considerable of 
their trouble. 
Amuher cause which 
observing I.ondoners are pointing out 
to one another is that the subscribers 
themselves have no idea of how to 
r,.-e the telephone. 
On«» restricting 
influence is, 
o i course, the “dull con- 
.sirvatism of many British business 
men and officials,” to use the words 
of a prog re.ssive and disg usted Briton. 
Perhaps the 
most 
Americanized 
K l(*phone user in 
Great Britain is 
King Edward. 
The employ ment of 
Dr. Bell’s invention alway s seems to 
strike him as 
natural 
and proper. 
Not long ag o a party of tourists from 
“the states” appeared 
at 
Bucking ­ 
ham palace armed with a letter from 
the secretary of our I.» « >ndon embassy 
and wanted to inspect the roy al resi­ 
dence. 
They were allowed to g o no 
further than the stables, because the 
lord chamberlain, 
who 
must issue 
their permit, was out of town. 
No­ 
body knew where he could be reached, 
hut one of the party sug g ested that 
the lord chamberlain’s permit mig ht 
be dispensed with by obtaining the 
consent of the king himself. 
When the palace official to whom 
this proposition was made recovered 
from the collapse into which it threw 
him he solemnly assured the visitors 
that this was 
impossible since his 
majesty was attending the races at 
Newmarket. 
One of the Americans, 
not in the least “phased,” inq uired 
whether his majesty 
could not be 
communicated 
with 
by 
telephone. 
The official recovered from this second 
shock enoug h to admit that such a 
thing mig ht be possible, and after a 
g ood deal of palavering the y oung man 
in charg e of the palace switchboard 
was persuaded to “risk It.” 
The king ’s reply was almost imme­ 
diate. If the Americans were properly 
authenticated, they were, “by his maj­ 
esty ’s commands,” to be allowed to 
g o over the whole palace without be­ 
ing subjected to irritating scrutiny . 
Pope Pius, In so many way s one of 
the most prog ressive of Europeans, 
employ s the telephone constantly . No 
doubt it does much to relieve the se­ 
clusion which must often be try ing to 
a man of his naturally virile activity 
of body and mind. 
When Cardinal 
Sarto, patriach of Venice, went to at­ 
tend the conclave In Rome, after Pope 
Leo’s death, two y ears -ag o, he bade 
his sisters g oodby e for three weeks. 
He was elected Pope within a fort­ 
nig ht, and has 
never 
seen Venice 
since; but his sisters, with whom he 
lived before he entered the Vatican, 
have moved their home to the Eter­ 
nal City , taking a dwelling so near 
their brother that every day lie may 
come out upon a balcony that is wl|hln 
sig ht of their windows and g reet them 
from a distance. 
The installation of a telephone* in 
the Vatican is 
characteristic of the 
“dig nified modernity ” of his holiness. 
Not only does he employ it in the di­ 
rection of the multitude of vast in­ 
terests in his charg e, but he utilizes 
it larg ely in his more personal life, 
so to speak. Every day , reg ularly , he 
converses with his sisters over the 
wire, and many times his g reeting s 
have been convey ed to more distant 
friends and former parishioners in 
the same way .

YOUNG MEN FOR BATTLE. 


Demand for 
Rapid 
Retirement of 
Naval Officers. 


Admiral Dewey say s that to have a 
navy which shall be efficient in the 
stress of wa?, there must be y oung er 
men to direct the fig hting aboard the 
ships than those now in command, 
say s the Chicag o Tribune. It is his 
opinion that the officers above the 
rank of lieutenant are too old for the 
g rades they occupy . 
The admiral is 
g etting to be an old man and can 
make remarks of this kind with a 
better g race than one of the juniors. 
Advancing y ears do not alway s un­ 
fit a man for splendid sea service. 
Farrag ut was 61 when he won his fig ht 
at New Orleans. Dewey himself was 
nearly 61 when he crushed the Spanish 
fleet at Manila. But for obvious rea­ 
sons the admiral of 45, if he has had 
a fair amount of experience as a fleet 
commander. Is more likely to render 
effective service than a man of 6 0. 
Promotion in the American navy is 
so slow that an officer does not attain 
the rank of admiral until it is almost 
time for him to be retired. He does 
not g et to be a captain and have a 
little experience in that capacity un­ 
til he has reached the ag e at which 
Tog o found himself an admiral. 
If 
the’ United States were to be plung ed 
into war at this moment the navy 
would g o into the fig ht with admirals 
nearly the ag e limit and captains who 
have not had opportunities to maneu­ 
ver sq uadrons. 
• 
Admiral Dewey deplores this condi- 


tion of thing s but does not sug g est 
any specific remedy . The simple rem­ 
edy is to make promotions more rapid 
by retiring officers sooner than they 
are retired now. That would add to 
the cost of the naval establishmenL 
While the junior officers in the ser­ 
vice will approve of early retirement, 
their seniors will not. As the latter 
have more Influence 
with cong ress 
than the former, it is not likely to 1^- 
islate in the direction mentioned. 
The probabilities are that nothing 
iwill be» done. 
If there should he a 
serious war and the older men, filling 
the hig her g rades, did not display spe­ 
cial fitness for their pos'tions, the 
president would feel oblig ed to keep 
them on shore and to g ive to the offi­ 
cials below them who had display ed 
the g reatest ability a chance to dis­ 
ting uish themselves. But it 
mani­ 
festly better that the men who are in 
command when a war beg ins and the 
fir^t blows are to be struck should be 
in the prime of life, and should ? ave 
had a number of ships under their 
command for some time, so that they 
had learned how to handle ♦hem in 
battle.

BE TRiED AT CALIFORNIA. MO 


Brief History 
of Famous Litigation 
That Was instituted Here In 
the Year 


(From Sunday’s Daily.} 
A QumDer of sedaiians will teave 
Tuesday morning for California, Mo., 
where the $10,000 damage suit of D. 
H. Smith against the city of Sedalia 
will he called in the Moniteau 
county 
circuit court that day for triaL 
The attorneys for Mr. Sn/ith are 
Mmitgomery & Montgomery, 
J. W. 
Suddath, of W arrensburg, and Moore 
db Williams, of California. 
The d ty 
of Sedalia will be represented by City 
Counselor A. L. Shortridge, 
County 
Attorney C. C. Kelly, Judge 
W. M. 
WOliams, 
of 
Boonrille, and R. 
M. 
Embry , of California. 
The action in question grows 
out of 
the alleged polluting of Cedar 
creelt, 
which runs through Mr. Smith’s fhnn, 
northwest of the city, by reason 
of 
the city sewer 
emptying 
into 
the 
stream. The suit, when originally 
fil­ 
ed, ask ed for $10,000 actual and |10,r 
000 punitiTe damages, but the latter 
clause of the petition was subsequent­ 
ly eliminated. 
The case in question has nothing to 
do with another suit that Mr. Smith 
has pending in the Johnson county 
circuit court, 
and which 
has been 
hanging fire since 1896. 
At that time Mr. Smith filed suit in 
the Pettis 
county circuit court 
for 
$6000 damages on the same grounds 
on which he now ask s $10,000 addi- 
tional. The late E. J. Smith was then 
city attorney, and city scored a 
tIo- 
tory in the local courL 
The case was tried before 
Judge 
Oeo. P. Longan, who set the Terdlct 
aside, on the ground that he had erred 
in his instructions. The city appealed 
to the supreme <K)urt, which body sus­ 
tained Judge Longau, and sent the 
case back for retrial. 
The case was then tak en to John­ 
son county on a change of venue, in 
1901, and again the city won. 
Mr. 
Smith took an appeal to the supreme 
sourt, however, and the case was re­ 
versed 
and remanded, and is still 
pending In the court at W arrensburg. 
The city’s position is that Mr. Smith 
has not been damaged to the e xt^ t 
of a single penny by reason of the 
•ew er in question emptying into Cedar 
creek . 
Before the sewer 
was con­ 
structed, 
the city alleges 
that 
the 
Sm ith form was 
the recipient of all 
the surface drainage for that section 
nnd the water stood In stagnant poola 
on the land. 
Since the construction of the sewer 
all of this surface drainage is carried 
away, the city further alleges, and 
Cedar creek is a fine running stream, 
the city turning over a million gaü <ms 
of w ater into It daily.

It might be supposed that the Eski­ 
mo were too much occupied in fortify­ 
ing themselves against hunger 
and 
cold to indulge in religious rites and 
ceremonies. 
An explorer in 
Arctic 
Alaska, however, reports that the na­ 
tives have quite an elaborate ritual. 
In the course of which huge and gro­ 
tesque masks are used. 
Their princl- 
pal festival is held at Easter, when 
they celebrate the return of the sun. 
Eskimo, dressed in appropriate cos­ 
tumes and wearing masks, personate 
the sun, the moon and various Arctic

and dancing. Some of the masks are 
so heavy that they have to be suspend­ 
ed from the roof of ^he house in which 
the ceremonies ar? held, the actors 
simply standing behind them and wag­ 
ging them from side to side.

animal represented, but with a hideous 
human face designed to represent Its 
ghost. This is due to the Eskimo be­ 
lief that every animal and thing has a 
spirit of human form and features.

How we came to pronounce Ju ly as 
we do now with the accent on the sec- 
mid syllable is one of the unsolved 
mysteries 
of 
speech. 
Named, 
Of 
course, after Julius Caesar, it should 
really he pronounced to rhyme with 
"duly," and so our forefathers actual­ 
ly did pronounce it. 
Spenser, for in­ 
stance, has the line, "Then came hot 
Ju ly boyllng like fire," and even so 
late as Johnson’s time the accent was 
still cm the "Ju.** 
It is one of those 
many words which would startle those 
ancestors of ours spoken as we speak 
them now. 
"BaJcsony," for example, 
used to rhyme with "pony," as ft 
ought to do, in accordance with the 
Italian origin; and, although Swift 
once threw the accent on the “ bal," 
It was not regularly done until shout 
eighty years ago. The change to the 
modern pronunciation made Samuel 
Rogers "sick," he declared.-London

God.” 
The hours have seemed like 
minutes to the w orld s w orkers who 
gladly forego golf for Gounod on a 
crisp autumn day . 
They are, in fact, about the most 
successful attem pts at popular music­ 
al education ever made, these people’s 
singing classes of the cities of New 
York, where they w^ere first started 
by Frank Damrosch. the well-knowm 
csonductor, and of Boston where they 
have been developed under the leader- 
shin of Samuel W. Cole, director of 
music in the public schools of Brook­ 
line and teacher of 
singing in the 
New England Conservatory of Music. 
Their continued popularity y ear after 
y ear has become of more than local 
interest The secretary of the classes 
in Boston, Miss Josephine Blackwell, 
say s that she has lately been In re­ 
ceipt of letters from every part of the 
country asking for information as to 
the methods used and results achiev­ 
ed. 
Several W estern cities, it is re­ 
ported, are contemplating similar edu­ 
cational undertakings. 
'The original 
idea, in short, is one that has made 
good. 
It has been established that, 
given the opportunity , 
people who 
vork during the week will gladly give 
up a portion of the day of rest to sing­ 
ing the best music and will find them­ 
selves as a result better an(J stronger 
men and w’omen during all the subse­ 
quent week. 
In the eight y ears and more since 
the people’s singing classes were first 
started in Boston by Miss Rose Dex­ 
te r popular enthusiasm for them has 
steadily increased. 
There has never 
been a lapse of interest. The element­ 
ary , or preparatory , classes have al­ 
way s been well attended. They have 
been found necessary in order to get 
average citizens ready for rather dif­ 
ficult music. Those who have learned 
to sing ih the beginners’ sections, or 
who have otherwise showm capacity 
by a slight reading test, are eligible 
for the 
advanced 
class, or Choral 
Union. The attendance at the latter, 
reprosenting a picked body of singers, 
averages 450 through the season. Re­ 
cruited y ^ r by y ear from below it 
has steadily improved 
until it now 
m nks well among the other musical 
organizations of the city . 
Nothing keeps the epthusiasts away . 
The classes are as popular as ever a 
Biwtng school was, held In the little 
red schoolhouse.

Mr. Cole has conducted the people’s 
classes from the beginning. 
He has 
interested in them thousands of citi 
zens, including some of the first people 
of the city . 
He has encouraged stu­ 
dents of music at the New England 
Conservatory to join his classef. not 
only for the benefit of the instruction 
but in order that they may observe 
the musical capacities of average peo 
pie. 
He has given the whole under­ 
taking a unique importance in the 
community . 
Admission to the people’s classes 
may be had by any woman over six ­ 
teen or any man over eighteen. 
No 
knowledge of singing is presupposed 
of those who enter the elementary 
classes. Many of the newcomers, the 
y ounger ones, 
especially , 
have had 
good training in the public schools but 
nobody Is barred out for want of pre­ 
vious musical education. Various na­ 
tionalities naturally are represented. 
Germans, as might be ex pected, are 
numerous. 
It is a curious fact that 
hardly any Italians, of whom there 
are so many in Boston and who might 
be supposed to be musically inclined, 
have ever attended the singing ex er­ 
cises and that an attem pt to start an 
elementary class in their own quarter 
of the North End failed. For the most 
part it is a thoroughly cosmopolitan

former Gounod’s “Gallia” and several 
briefer works. 
The Choral Union has the advantage 
of meeting on Sunday afternoons in 
Jordan hall of the New England Con­ 
servatory of Music, the finest audi­ 
torium of its kind in the country , one 
whose acoustic properties were scien­ 
tifically worked out by ex perts of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and have been approved by a number 
of the most famous European music­ 
ians. 
It contains the best organ In 
New England, the gift of Mr. Eben D. 
Jordan. 
The Boston 
working men 
and women composing the Union are 
thus enabled once a week to share in 
the opportunities offered by the equip­ 
ment of the leading American music 
schools. 
An admirable feature of the three 
people’s classes is that they are self- 
governing. 
The idea from the start 
has been tp have a co-operative under­ 
taking for musical education. 
Each 
class choses its own officers to look 
out for the details of taking dues and 
recording attendance.

A bu rning qu estion was forever set­ 
tled at Esconido the other day when, 
in the presence of a mu ltitu de of peo­ 
ple, almost half 
a 
million dollars’ 
worth of canceled 
irrigation bonds 
and cou pons went u p in smoke, says 
the Los Angeles Times. A hu ge wire 
basket su spended In mid-air held the 
big bu ndle of legal papers, and as the 
hu ngry flames licked them u p cheers 
rent the air; men toosed their hats 
and hu rrahed and women waved their 
handkerchiefs. 
It was tru ly a red- 
letter day in the history of the Qu een 
valley of San Diego cou nty. 
The history of 
the 
trou blesome 
bonds, which have for so many years 
hu ng over the heads of the people of 
the fertile and promising bu t far from 
densely pou lated 
Escondido valley, 
like the sword of Damoceles, is briefly 
told, thu s: In 1894 there was bu ilt at 
the head of the valley an 80-foot rock- 
filled dam with a 100-foot base, behind 
which is annu ally impou nded 1% bil­ 
lion gallons of water. The system was 
constru cted u nder the Wright irriga­ 
tion law at an expense of $350,000, 
hu t the bonded debt proved so bu rden­ 
some that the citizens of the valley 
fou nd they cou ld not pay the entire 
amou nt of the bonds and interest. 
They became discou raged and for sev­ 
eral years the entire valley su ffered 
from a depression which prevented 
any progress. Several attempts were 
made to compromise with the bond­ 
holders, hu t each time met with fail­ 
u re. 
In the spring of 1904, W. H. Bald­ 
ridge secu red an option on the bonds, 
providing that if the bondholder re­ 
ceived $200,000 and Interest within a 
certain time the bonds wou ld he su r­ 
rendered. The property owners held 
a mass meeting and appointed an ex­ 
ecu tive committee of fifteen to devise 
ways and means of raising the money. 
They finally decided to levy an as­ 
sessment on all the real property in 
the district, and it was fou nd neces­ 
sary, in order to rise the $228,000 re­ 
qu ired, to make the assessment 43 
per cent on the appraised valu ation. 
No legal means to compel the pay­ 
ment of the assessment were resorted 
to, bu t by the pu rely volu ntary act of 
the 
property 
owners 
within 
six 
months enou gh money had been raised 
to take u p the bonds. 
What other commu nity in this state, 
or any other, cou ld pu t u p an amou nt 
almost equ al to one-half the assessed 
valu ation of their property and not 
feel at least temporarily financially 
embarrassment? 
Su ch was not the 
case, however, in Escondido valley. 
It is a matter of record that not a 
single property owner in the entire 
commu nity su ffered 
apparent hard­ 
ship, bu t, with consú mate grit and 
plu ck, pu t u p his pro rata.

Ea stern Univ ersities Outra nked in the 


Matter of Attendance. 
The college year has begpm and thp 
enrollment of twenty-seven American 
u niversities, recently pu blished, are 
cu riou s and 
su ggestive, 
says Har­ 
per’s Weekly. These figu res indicate 
three things: 
first, that the large 
Western u niversities are ou tstripping 
the Eastern institu tions as regards 
the nu mber of stu dents; secondly, that 
women are tending 
to 
monopolize 
those Western u niversities which are 
organized on the principle of co-edu ­ 
cation; thirdly, that 
small colleges 
seem destined to enjoy their day of 
prosperity at the 
expense of their 
great competitors. 
If we 
exclu de 
Radcliffe college, 
which, of cou rse, is Intended solely 
for women, and the Harvard su mmer 
school, the 
heneu ciaries 
of which 
cannot be classed 
either as u nder­ 
gradu ates or gradu ates, we find that 
the total enrollment this year in Har­ 
vard u niversity 
was 
bu t 3,865, as 
against 4,004 a year ago. CJolu mhia, 
which now has 3,725, has su ffered an 
even greater loss. 
The one seat of higher edu cation in 
the East which shows a sensible in­ 
crease of enrolled names In every de­ 
partment is the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, which has 3,250 stu dents. 
The University of Michigan, now cred­ 
ited with an attendance of 4,049, which 
nu mber, according to its secretary 
will qu ickly he raised to 4,500, hea ds, 
and is likely long to head t6e list. 
Memorable also is the fact that the 
University of Minnesota ha s a n a t­ 
tendance of 3,750.
